SUMMER HIGHWAY MAINTENANCE 


~~ The Town Roads suffered considerable damage 
from Hurricanes “Carol” and “Edna.” A severe wash- 
out developed on Sandwich Notch Road and others in 
the Gore and Mill Brook. $586.65 was spent putting 
the roads back in shape. 


The State reduced the aid for the Notch Road 
from $300. per mile to $100. per mile. This amounted 
to about a $300. loss to the Town of Thornton. The 
Town is now responsible for nearly all the care of that 
road. 


The cross road from Frank Avery’s Garage to the 
corner at the Kinsman residence has been reclassified 
from Class II to Class V and the State no longer has 
anything to do with it. This piece of road sees quite 
heavy travel and the Town should raise more money 
for “Highways and Bridges” to properly maintain it. 
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WINTER HIGHWAY MAINTENANCE 


Winter Maintenance cost the Town $3,086.87 this 
year, slightly less than a year ago. Along with the 
plowing in his own district, Clayton Ham did much of 
the plowing in the Mad River district as John Rivers 
was laid up from injuries received while working on 
Town Roads. 


Bert Benton took care of all sanding, which seems 
to work out very well, leaving the road agent free to 
do plowing. 


The Town can be proud of the way its roads are 
maintained, both Summer and Winter. Many non-resi- 
dents and tourists remark of the excellent roads en- 
countered while traveling in Thornton. A well main- 
tained road doesn’t cost the Town any more than a 
poorly maintained one and is certainly a good adver- 
tisement and a good attraction. Let’s keep up the good 
work. 
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TOWN ROADS 


This year the Town had a small balance left from 
the 1953 T. R. A. account. The State rules that any 
T. R. A. funds not used up by July 1st will be forfeited 
by the Town. 


It was decided that the Town would benefit the 
most if the section of the Mad River Road from John 
Rivers to the Cemetery was completed ready for the 
top coating this year. The State was advanced the 
amount of the 1954 T. R. A. so this could be applied 
with the balance from 1953 and the above job was 
done. Later in the summer the State was advanced the 
sum of $1500. (1955 T. R. A. account) so this piece 
of road could be top surfaced. 


All the hard top roads in the Gore received a new 
coat of tar this year. Some of the others should have 
a coat next year. If the Town could resurface a section 
of the road each year our roads could be kept in bet- 
ter condition and would require little tar-patch.

SUPERINTENDENT’S ANNUAL REPORT 
TO THE THORNTON SCHOOL BOARD 


Hereby submitted is my annual report as Superin- 
tendent of Schools of the School District of Thornton. 


I have not been with you long enough to have 
made a thorough study of your school situation and, 
consequently, this report will be short, but I am sure 
it will be of some interest to you if I make some brief 
remarks about things as I have seen them. 


I am very pleased with your action and the pro- 
gress that has been made on your new school plant. 
There is no question in my mind but what the steps 
you have taken in building a new school is a good thing 
for both the children and the community. Had this 
building program not already have been in progress, 
one of the recommendations I would have made would 
have been to be thinking of a consolidated school. 


At this writing construction seems to be going 
along very well. The roof is on, the glass has been put 
in and shortly there will be heat in the building. 
Present plans call for a dedication of your new building 
on Sunday afternoon, June 12th, 1955, and the eighth 
grade graduation in the building on the following day. 
This will give all interested persons a chance to inspect 
and visit in the new building. 


IT believe you have taken a noteworthy step for- 
ward, and you should be commended for it. 


I am not going to make any comments about 
maintenance or condition of your other school build- 
ings, for at this time it would seem to be an unneces- 
sary expenditure of words. I would, however, like to 
make a few comments regarding textbooks, equipment, 
etc. 


Your basal reading system, The Curriculum Foun- 
dation Series, is a good one, and to make it better it 
needs to be implemented by some supplementary books 
from other basal systems. This, I hope, will be done 
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next year. At the present writing we are in the pro- 
cess of adopting new arithmetic and language series 
which will be standardized, grades 1 through 8, and 
which will give a continuity in those fields which at 
present we do not have. Reference books very gener- 
ally are adequate, and outside of the fact that nex't year 
we shall probably have to add to our Social Studies 
program, we generally are in good condition. 


There is an adequate amount of scholars’ supplies, 
but expendable maintenance materials, once your 
school is finished, will have to be increased. Further- 
more, at some future date either through the school 
budget, interested civic groups, or both, some play- 
ground equipment should be installed. 


This Fall all children have been given an Otis 
Quick Scoring Mental Ability Test and in the Spring 
achievements batteries will be given. Both tests are 
valuable for the guidance of teacher and pupil. 


It is my philosophy that children get the best 
possible education from the monies raised by the 
school district, and I shall continually work toward 
that end. Please feel free to call on me for advice or 
counsel on any of your school matters. 


: I appreciate the cooperation of the School Board 
and Teachers of Thornton, and wish to thank them 
for making my work here so pleasant.

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EXPLANATION OF 
SUPERINTENDENT’S SALARY 


Section 5, Chapter 243, Laws of 1953, requires 
that school district annual reports show the total 
amount paid to the superintendent as per the follow- 
ing quotation: 


“REPORTS. Each superintendent of a super- 
visory union shall annually prepare a report 
showing the total salary paid to the superin- 
tendent, which report shall show in detail 
the amount derived from the per capita tax 
and the amount paid directly by each school 
district in the union.” 
One-half of the supervisory union expenses is 
pro-rated among the several school districts of the 
union on the basis of adjusted valuation. One half is 
pro-rated on the basis of average daily membership 
in the schools for the previous school year ending June 
30th. The Superintendent of Supervisory Union No. 48 
during 1953-54 received a salary of $5600 which was 
made up as follows: $2500 paid from the per capita 
tax, $3100 pro-rated among the several school dis- 
tricts. Allowance of $750 for travel within the union 
was also pro-rated as stated above. 


The table below shows the portion of salary and 
travel charged to each school district.

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REPORT OF THE MUSIC SUPERVISOR 
FOR THE SCHOOL DISTRICT OF THORNTON 


During a weekly visit to each classroom basic 
routines are set up to help in the daily music period. 
Singing, note reading, rhythm, and listening are four 
main objectives in this program. 


In the lower grades we concentrate on learning 
many songs by rote and by note reading. So that we 
may all sing in tune some remedial work has been 
started with individuals who need help. Many of our 
songs are action songs that help with co-ordination 
and rhythm. The children have learned new singing 
games and have dramatized songs with skipping, gal- 
loping, etc. The rhythm band is another help in de- 
veloping timing, beat, and ear training. We have added 
some instruments this year and need a few more to 
obtain better balance and tone. 


In the upper grades we have instituted a square 
dance program. The children have advanced training 
in note reading, enunciation, phrasing, and tone work. 


In all the grades we are expanding our listening 
program. Some new records are giving a better op- 
portunity to hear and understand other forms of mu- 
sic, rhythms, harmonies, and techniques, as well as 
biographies of the composers. Through this medium 
we are also learning about the instruments of the 
orchestra. ; 


By next year all the classes should replace the 
out-dated books now in use.
